ing pressuted to his Excellency. 

The steamer arrived at Winnipeg at 
ten o'clock lo-day. Tiie Lieut, (iover- 
„or the :\lavoL-, and other oflicials 
waited upon the distinguished visitors. 
At tho public lauding at nine o'clock a 
salute was iired by the Winnijieg Field 
Battery. A guard of honor by Gaptai n 
Allen's infantry company escorted the 
party to the City Hall, whero an ad- 
dress of welcoino was presented on 
beh.ilf of tho Cerporation, to which 
his Exe.c4lencv replied. Lord Dufifer- 
in then proceeded to Mr. Donald A. 
Smith's residence at Silver Heights. 
There will be a permanent guard of 
volunteers mounted there during hia 

stay. ^ .

of catching in Canadian waters the frisky 
ood and tho poetic muokorol for the ro 
gftlomcut and Kuatenance of American sov- 
oreigna, Tho Commission is composed of 
the ablest men that Canada, Great Brit- 
ain and the United States could spare for 
the duty, and the deliberations proceed 
daily. Canada's claim is up among tho 
teens— ntteon millions. Tho American 
press, with one or two exceptions, wick 
slyly and ask, " Don't .she hopo .slio 
may get it?" Briti.'^U Gohuubians fsrvcnt- 
ly hopo she may, and that while pressing 
tho claims of tho Dominion tho Ciinadiaii 
and English Commissiouora will not fail 
to remember that the far-off Pacific Pro- 
vince is entitled to consideration at the 
bands of the solemn conclave. Tho Com- 
mission sits by virtue of a clause iu the 
Washington Treaty which provides that a 
pecuniary compensation shall bo paid 
Canada for throwing open lier fisheries to 
Americans. The Commission will fix the 
amount of compensation. Unforlni;atoI.v 
the Washington Treaty does not apply to 
this Province. It was framed and nitiliod 
a fow moutlis prior to Cohunbia joining 
the Confederation; and although provi- 
sion was made for the admission of Pri:aco 
Edward's Island and Newfoundland to the 
benefits of the treaty (should they elect to 
join the Duminion) poor British Colum- 
bia—like a neglected stepchild— was over- 
locked and forgotten. At thi<i moment 
the products of tho fisheries of every Pro- 
vince of the Dominion, snvo and except 
those of British Columbia, enter tiio ports 
of the United States free of duty. No 
condition for lier admission to tliat privi- 
lege was made by tho Commission that 
framed the Treaty. Tho fish and fish oils 
of British Columbia aro shut out of Amcr- 
ioan ports just as they were shut out bo- 
fore she became Canadian. Everyone in 
Canada declaims against this injustice, 
which is the more feverely felt beocusa 
we are not allowed to impose clifferontial 
duties; I. e., tho Dominion GovornnR nt 
cannot frame and iuiposo a eustouis tarilT 
on Amoriran goods llmt is dissimilar lo 
tho cuatonia tarill imposed on Britisli 
goods. American manufactures and pro- 
ductions aro met with tlio tame tiirill' at 
Canadian ports that meets British goods 
nt the same jiorts. And yet the fact stares 
Canadian and American legislators in the 
fucQ that fish is made of one part of the 
Dominion and flesh of the othor. So long 
as British Columbia is denied her share 
in tho benelits of tho Washington Treaty 
there ought to bo nothing said about tho 
injustice and unoonstitutionnlity of diller- 
eulial duties on American goodw. Sci.sion 
before last this House passed an Act to 
impoBO a tax on foreign drovers, wLo.se 
stock is eating out the bunchgraNs prairies 
of the Mainland; but at tho bidding of Ot- 
tawa tlio Act was repealed ias-t .'•e.s.sion lie- 
cause it imposed a tax on one class of tho 
community that it did not impose on all. 
A wholesome and uoccbsary tax on druui- 
mers met with a similar fate. No ono at 
Ottawa or Washington seems to think of 
contrasting the treatment by Canada of 
American goods and citizens entering lii^r 
borders with the "differential" attiliidi.' of 
tho United States tov/ards Uritinh Cohun- 
bia. Por three consecutive suasions Mr. 
Bunster moved in the Dominion Purlia 
ment for a special tarilT for this Province 
as a mere matter of justico. His motion 
was ruled out because of its unconstitu- 
tionality — "it is unconatitnfiona! to im- 
pose a differential tax within tho 'Joinin- 
iou." Well; if it bu nncoiiHtitntional to 
protect British Columbians iu their own 
country from ruinous eoniijotition, why 
is it not conBtitutioiial to insist on Bi itish 
Columbia's lU'oduets being ailniitled to 
similar privile;,'es in the adjoining coun- 
try that other I'rovinces enjoy y Would 
retaliation 00 decent or difjuilietl ? .Mo:,) 
assuredly; it is now a recogni/.ed princi- 
ple in Canadian legislation, lor W'i lind 
that two or throe year.s ago an Act ua^j 
passed at Ottawa respecting coasting in 
which it is laid down that the vessels of a 
nation that does not admit Canadian vch- 
Hels to tlio coasting privilege on its .sen 
board (that is, the right to .sail from pol l 
to ))ort) shall not bo adniili(,'d to similar 
privileges iu Canadian water."!. '1 he Unit 
ed States is one of the nalioii.4 that doivs 
not allow foreign vessels to coast, and ilui 
Canadian law is now in full force against 
tho vessels of that power. Why should 
nfit tho princi])lo be carried a little fur- 
ther and Aiueriean goods met willi a 
Bwingoiiig diU'orential larilf .at Canadian 
ports until BritiMli Columbia bo accorded 
her rights V Why, indeed ? 

What is tho Commission doing at Hali- 
faz? Is it dealing with tho lisheries of 
British Columbia? Is it tacitly tluovv- 
ing open our rieli and almost unexplored 
niinet-. of a-wcalth to the froo ii.sc ot 
Ameiieaii lisliormeii ? Or, will it CDnliiie 
itself to iixing llie sum to be pnid iu (!oni- 
pensation V if Ainerican.s u i 1 not ro- 
cognizo tho right of British Coliimliia to 
gather tho fruits of the Washington Trea- 
ty, why should Amerioan voshoIb bo al 
lowed to Datch Britisli Cidunihia lishV It 
woii'd really seum tons that tho tinio has 
arrived for a cleat and jiorfeet iiiider- 
standing on the Ushcry matu r. I'his i'l o- 
vinoo has been treated most unjustly - 
Bourvily, wo muy siy — throughoui; luid 
it ought, through its Governinunt, (o vig- 
orously protest against any di.-'jiosition, 
whother tacit or avowed, being iinule of 
Hs iisherios without a i/uiil pro t/no l.ieiiif.>; 
llrnt obtained from tho Auiorioan Oov- 
#riun«nt.

From a late number of tho Qmenslaiuler 
wo hMru that on board tho steamer which 
convoyed Sir Arthur Kennedy (formerly 

Governor of Yancouvor lalimd) from 
Hongkong to (^ueoiiKland, of ^^■hicll colo- 
ny lie i:; now Cioveriior, llio siuall pox 
brolce out, Tho steaiuor w:!.s <marautined 
for ten or twelve tlays ull Ijiisbano, and 
when released nuotlior dillioulty aroto 
which caused another dotoation and near- 
ly provonted tho party land iugat all. The 
(>»r'LVi.s7(f))c/(,T tluis telin IIk! tiile:— "The 
]):)stp(uuuiieiil of Sir Ailluir Kennedy's 
landing ou Taesday from noon, Iho ap- 
poinleil hour, until tlireo e"ci()(di in the 
aftornooii, oeoasiouod much disappoint- 
ment to tho waitiag piiblic, niiil naturally 
gave rise to various ruuiorn in the al.):ieiu"e 
of precise information as to tlio naturo of 
tho dillicully that had acciirrod. Wo 
therefore think it adviii!d)lo to give a brief 
statuiuent of what wo bcdiovo to bo tho 
facts relating to this particilar matter. U 
appears that tho Keallli Ollk'or, Dr. C!l!nl- 
liuor, boarded tho Kate oaily on Tuesday 
morning, and before passing tlio ve seliis 
free from infectious clisease, proceeded in 
the manner u.iunl for fiiispccted smallpox 
to submit all ou board to u personal ex- 
amination, including an iiis|iei'tiou of tho 
chest for any possiblo eniptions of tho 
skin.

A C'.iiiiiuii WelKniitii; 11 ThouHniiil Pouiidg 
tu liu Klred tvlillo liold In it Slan's IIoDtfa 
— NuvdI Athletic eittertalnnient to be 
Klvon by Mi-. Rlcliui'd A. I'eaiicll, 

Among tho million and a half in- 
habitants of tho city of Now York aud 
ivH vicinity, Mr. llicbard A. Pennoll is 
know lo bo possesBc-d of greater mus- 
cular strength than any other indi- 
vidual. .In HOiue one feature, such, 
perhaps, as the lifting of a dead 
weight, the gentleman referred to may 
not bo superior to Captain Curtis,, of 
Chicago, but ou tlio whole ho stands 
at Die heml of powerful men. To lift 
with ono band a dunib-boil weighing 
180 pouiuL-j, and then by puro muscu- 
lar exertion to push that enormous 
plaything above his bend, ia a pliysieal 
I'oat to him by no means nncoininoii. 
Indeed, IMr. Peniiell lias, on ouo oc- 
cuKion al least, lifted in this manner a 
duiiib-beli weigbiug no less than 201 
pounds. Mr. l^eijuoll now proposes 
to perform a feat which, if BuccesBfiilly 
aecompli.shed, will oroate for him a 
reputatiou in all parts of the world, 
lie announces bis intention, at an ath- 
letic eutcrlaiumeut to be given shortly 
iu New york City, to raise and hold iu 
liis hands, froo from liis body, a can- 
non weighing 1,000 pounds, and load- 
ed with a blank cartridge, which will 
then bo fired wliile thus supported. 
One is reniiiidod of a story told of an 
army oOicor who conceived tho idea of 
firing off cannon from the backs of 
mules, whose excolleuco as carriers 
had long been reeorjiiizod. The first 
experimeiil, liuwever, conviucod tho 
commanding ollici-r that the plan was 
not aliogolher an economical one. 
When the cannon was lired tho uuiio 
disappeared, and the unanimoua opin- 
ion was that there was not sufficient 
nuilo to resist tho recoil. Among the 
latest experiments in the liriiig of can- 
non, tho most important has been that 
of the application of hydraulics, es- 
pecially as a power of resistance to tlio 
recoil of the guu. The most powerful 
steel springs, and the strongest cables, 
iron or hempen, were found lacking in 
necessary resistant force, and the new 
discovery was hailed with unbounded 
natisfaction. It is true that the recoil 
of a gun weighing 1,000 pound.s is not 
so great as that of one weighing 70,- 
OOt) pounds or more; but the principle 
of rpcoil is the same in both, and tho 
necessary reustaiico must comparative- 
ly be as groat i 11 the one as ia tiio 
other. Whoever lias fired a fowling- 
piece will have a tolorablo idea of tho 
force of the sudden recoil caused by 
the explosion of gunpowder. It has 
been said tliat strong men liave been 
kiio(d;ed over backward by the "kick" 
or recoil caused by tho bring of a 
double-barrel shot-gun. If such is the 
elTeot created by so small a weapon, 
how great must be tlio recoil of a large 
eaiinoii! :\Ir. rennell seems coniident, 
liowovor, and after a few experiments 
iiow making, will soon bo able to an- 
uuunco tho exact time when he will 
give his exhibition of a feat as noTel as 
it is wonderful.

Those 'Bsh-lice,' an thoy 
aro called, ullach themsolvos t;i tho fish 
aii<l inllict a wound fi-oiu \\ljieh the lul- 
mon bloods ami bou(jmes materially weak- 
ened. Tho parasite Inys its oggs within 
the wound which it inllicts and from IIk^ 
•gga oomo worms which render thu lish 
unfit to be cuten. Any observing person 
con see for himself and bo satisfied."^ ^

From Kootenay. 

(K.W. Chtudtsa.) 
The weather at the mines was very hot, 
the thormoinoter indicating 110 in tho 
shade. Times wero dull, and supplies 
wero exliauatcd, tho people being reduced 
to beof and potatoes for food. It would 
appear that Dacres tho packer, had ao- 
copted a lucrative engagement from tho 
United Wtates militory, now in pursuit of 
Joseph and his compi'.nious, and tho^ re- 
sult was, abseuco of suppliea from Koot- 
onay. Tho miuers, however, had sub- 
Hori'bod sulUciout to defray a mosaengor to 
Moutaua, so that it is vory probable tho 
requisite supplies will have reached 
Kootenay by this timo. A now shaft has 
boon sunk on Perry Oreok, by Messrs. 
Booth, Eidgoway and Mooro; a depth of 
about 8(1 foot had boon reached boforo our 
informant left, and the most sanguine ex- 
pectations woro prevalent. It eooniB no 
previous attempt had boon made at Koot- 
enay, lo reach the bed rock, so that if this 
shaft should provo a success, it will 
create quite a revolution in mining iu 
Kootonay. The death took place recent- 
ly, of a little girl about G years of age, tho 
daugbtor of iNIrs. Ilodgkiuson, from Walla 
Walla, who was on a visit to Mr. Oal- 
braith. Tho occurrence was peculiarly 
sad, as this was an onlv child. fJislioj) 
Durieu, on his rocout visit to tho Jlission 
at Kootenay, was met at Joseph Prairie 
by about *hrco hundred Indianson horse- 
back, who gavo him a most enthusiastic 
welcome. Thoy fired oil" guua, made 
speeches, and gavo him every possible de- 
monstration of welcome. At the Jlissiou 
he conlirmeil about GOO Indians. On 
leaving the .Alissiou, ho was accompanied 
l)y a most picturesiiuo cavalcado, com- 
posod of upwards of 500 Indians, wdio 
made their adieu at Joseph Prairie. Bi- 
shop Durieu came down to Osoyoos Liiko, 
where be remains ut present. Mr. Ralph, 
tho surveyor, arrived at Osoyoos about 
tho same timo; he has some work to do 
at that place.
